Association, they were to set up a standard for a code of ethics, rules for the 
dealers and the collector. We had some of the best talented dealers selected as 
committees, they worked very hard, something happened so fast that the 
organization fell apart. 

Today our hobby has grown In five figures, both In dealers and collectors, so has 
many professional coin dealers organized, no one expected this rapid increase in 
this short period of time. No one can claim to be an expert or an authority in the 
general field of numismatics.

The author receives two copies of the issue in which his article appears and eight individual article 
copies.

Stone Mountain Half Dollar — 35 Stars? 

Dear Numismatist, 

The standard reference on U.S. 
commemoratives by Arlle R. 

Slabaugh, states that there are 34 
stars on the reverse of the Stone 
Mtn. half dollar. There are, in fact, 

35 stars. I have sketched the 
reverse on a separate page to aid 
you in verifying this. My friend, 

Radford Stearns, in his Stone Mtn. 
article in the November The 
Numismatist also notes 34 stars; 
but I expect Rad. is merely quoting 
Mr. Slabaugh. I have examined 
about 40 specimens recently and 
am certain that what I say Is indeed 
fact. The star that I believe is most 
often missed is the one approx. 

2 1/2 mm. above the L In MEMORIAL. On many uncirculated specimens this star 
is barely visible if at all. 

There is, in fact, reason to have 35 stars on the reverse since by 1863 there were 
indeed 35 states in the union. It is also curious that if we add these 35 stars to the 13 on 
the obverse of the coin we come up with a total of 48 which is the number of states In 
the union at the time the coin was struck in 1925. And while I am on the stand I would 
also like to differ with Mr. Slabaugh's interpretation of the meaning of the 13 stars on 
the obverse. Mr. Slabaugh says that these 13 stars represent the 13 states which had 
ordinances of secession. This may indeed have been the intention of the designer 
Gutzon Borglum and he may have so stated this. If not I believe the 13 stars could 
indeed, as they do on other U.S. coins, stand for the 13 original colonies. My 
interpretation in enhanced by the fact that 4 of these stars are behind Lee and Jackson 
which could represent the 4 original colonies which seceded and that the two riders 
are riding towards or are facing the remaining 9 stars representing the 9 original 
colonies which favoured the union. 

There Is more; this time for the error specialists. Out of the 40 odd specimens I have 
looked at I have found one (1) with distinct doubling on the date.

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ANA is dated Oct. 16, 1924, gives his age 
as 30, occupation ''school principal," 
and collecting interest as "general, 1793 
cents." His first ad in The Numismatist 
(1/8 page) was in the November 1924 
issue and proclaimed "Public Mail Auc- 
tions Held Every Month" and "Wanted 
— U.S. Large Cents of 1793." 

He continued to advertise inter- 
mittently, most ads being full-page, with 
the last sale in Orangeville being no. 126 
in September 1939. Just two years 
previously he had married Lily Hiliquist, 
a Nebraska school teacher whom he met 
on a trip to Europe. They planned and 
built a new home In nearby Freeport, III., 
and held sale no. 127 from It in 
November 1939. 

Sometime in 1952, following sale no. 
183 in February, the Bolenders moved to 
San Marino, Calif., where they planned 
semiretirement. Milferd suffered a heart 
attack on Christmas eve of 1951 but was 
able to resume his numismatic activity 
on a smaller scale a year or so later. His 
197th sale was held in the Fall of 1960, 
after which he wrote some articles and 
did a very restricted mail business before 
moving to the Mount Miguel Covenant 
Village in Spring Valley. 

Bolender's name will ever be known 
In connection with his book The United 
States Silver Dollars From 1794 to 1803. 
He had examined some 5,000 dollars of 
these dates over several decades before 
undertaking publication of his work in 
1950. Another highlight of his active life 
was receipt of the ANA 50-year gold 
membership medal at the 1975 conven- 
tion in Los Angeles. 

Survivors Include his widow, Lily; a 
brother, Glen; and two sisters, Mrs. 
Almor Millman and Mrs. Earl Dittmar. 
Unrelated but never-the-less saddened 
by the passing of "M H" are many 
numismatists who came to know and 
respect him during his 40 years as a 
professional in their hobby. — CBS

M. H. Bolender 
ANA 2776 (Golden) 

Milferd H. Bolender, 83, one of 
America's best known and most 
respected coin dealers during the 
midtwentieth century, died on 
November 15 in the San Diego area 
where he had lived since late 1970. He 
reportedly suffered a massive stroke 
about a week earlier and did not regain 
consciousness. 


Born in Orangeville, Illinois, about 3 
miles south of the Wisconsin line, in 
1894, Mr. Bolender lived there during 
the first half of his life. A gift of coins as a 
reward for school work started his in- 
terest in numismatics and it developed 
steadily. After serving in the Army dur- 
ing WWI, Bolender returned to 
Orangeville and divided his efforts dur- 
ing the next 13 years between teaching 
school and dealing In coins by mail. 

His application for membership in 
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Memberships include: the ANA, Fellow 
of the American Numismatic Society, 
former President (1959-1966) of the 
Sociedad Numismatica de Mexico, 
Founder and Present Director of the 
Academia Mexicana de Estudios 
Numismaticos, Fellow of the Royal 
Numismatic Society (London), plus 
TAMS, OIN, Azteca and many others. 

Miguel Munoz has contributed 
generously to the knowledge of others 
through frequent lectures, articles and 
books which have become the "'stan- 
dards"' in his field of specialization. He is 
also certainly one of the most active 
authors in the distinguished Numismatic 
Literary Guild, with over 50 articles to his 
credit . . . translated into several 
languages and published in Spain, Peru, 
Canada, Australia, Brazil, Poland and 
Czechoslovakia. He has won the Heath 
Literary Award, presented annually by 
the ANA, an amazing five times. 

Munoz, the "'Dean of Mexican 
Numismatics,'' has prepared, "'The First 
Mint of the Mexican Insurgents" (1968, 
Sociedad Numismatica de Mexico), 
“Historia Numismatica del Estado de 
Mexico" (1975, Government of the State 
of Mexico), ''El Real de Ocho, Primera 
Moneda Universal" (Formento Cultural 
Banamex), and ''Tiacos y Pilones la 
Moneda del Pueblo de Mexico" 
(Formento Cultural Banamex), which 
reflects 12 years of research. But Munoz 
is not prepared to rest his laurels ... he is

working on an Anthology of Mexican 
Numismatics, to be published billn- 
gually in Spanish and English.

Another Canadian 
1911 Dollar Discovery 

Startling news came out of Ottawa 
recently when it was reported that a 
third Canadian 1911 dollar has been 
discovered. During preparations for the 
move of a part of the Department of 
Supply and Services out of the east block 
of the Parliament Buildings, a brown 
paper parcel discovered in a vault was 
opened and was found to contain athird 
Canadian 1911 dollar. This piece, which 
had been sent to officials of the Depart- 
ment of Finance for examination, had 
lain there, unknown to the numismatic 
world, for over sixty-five years. 

When consideration was being given 
to issuing a dollar coin in 1911, dies were 
prepared and trial strikes were made. 
Mint records do not tell us how many 
such strikes were produced. Up to the 
present time the only two known trial 
strikes were in silver, while the newly 
discovered piece is in lead. Major 
Sheldon S. Carroll, Chief Curator of the 
National Currency Collection at the 
Bank of Canada reports that the new 
piece has been added to the other 
Canadian patterns in the national collec- 
tion. 



During the past ten or fifteen years no 
Canadian coin has received more 
publicity than the Canadian 1911 dollar. 
Some of the importance attached to the 
dollar has been exaggerated as the piece 
is not really a coin but only the pattern 
for a coin which was never authorized 
for issue. This publicity reached its peak 
in 1976 when one of the two known 
specimens was sold In the auction of the 
John McKay-Clements collection for 
$110,000, an unheard price for any Cana- 
dian numismatic item up to that time. 
The other previously known 1911 dollar 
is a part of the collection of the Royal 
Mint, London, England. 

ANS Robbery Suspects Apprehended 

Two suspects were arrested 
November 1st in connection with the 
August robbery of the American 
Numismatic Society. Eric Hagerbrant, a 
22 year old Hunter College student, and 
26 year old plumber's helper Mark 
Goldberg, were apprehended when 
they tried to sell 13 of the stolen coins 
and paper money to a New Haven, 
Conn., coin dealer. The dealer, who was 
working In conjunction with the FBI at 
the time, was offered the currency, 
including 5 pieces which were loaned to 
the Society by Eric P. Newman, for 
$100,000. The FBI put a value on the 
pieces of $250,000. 

Though not charged directly for the 
ANS robbery at the present time, the 
Bronx men have been booked for in- 
terstate transportation of stolen goods, a 
crime which carries a maximum penalty 
of 10 years In prison or a $10,000 fine, or 
both. 

Recovered at the transaction in New 
Haven were two New England shilling 
pieces, Noe 13 and 15; two Willow Tree 
shillings, Noe 9, C.2-B and Noe 21, 
C.111-E; a New England sixpence, Noe 
1; a Willow Tree sixpence, Noe 4; a 
Willow Tree threepence, Noe 3; and a 
1776 pattern penny. Also confiscated 
were two Higley threepence pieces of 
1737 and Massachusetts one-, two- and 
three-penny emergency parchment 
issues of 1722 belonging to Newman. 
Numerous pieces are still missing.

By 
authorization of the Government of the Cook Islands, proofs of these com- 
memoratives will be issued In strictly limited edition. The $200 proof coin is available at 
the official issue price of $290 plus $3 handling. The uncirculated gold coin is $200 pi us 
$3 handling. There is an absolute ordering limit of one proof and four uncirculated 
coins per collector.

R. Christie, who 
retired on December 31st. The Chancellor of the Exchequer Is Master of the Royal 
Mint, and Deputy Masters are appointed by the Lords Commissioner of the Treasury. 

UNITED STATES Hackel Confirmed as New Mint 

Stella Hackel of Vermont became the 32nd Director 
of the Mint on Friday, November 4, when the United 
States Senate approved her appointment. 

A day earlier, Mrs. Hackel had appeared before the 
senate Banking, Housing and Urban Affairs com- 
mittee which unanimously approved the President's 
choice. Observers say Mrs. Hackel impressed the 
Senators with her knowledge, having learned 
everything she could about mint operations the 
previous few weeks. 

The fourth woman to serve as Mint Director, she 
plans to expand operations in Washington, D.C. 
governmentfacilities, should additional area be need- 
ed. The local move could substitute for expansion of 
the Denver Mint. Hackel also indicated her belief that 
the one-cent coin will not disappear from the U.S. 


Director 
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CANADA Silver Dollar to Commemorate Commonwealth Games 



The Honorable Iona Campagnolo, Canadian Minister of State for Fitness and 
Amateur Sport, announced recently that a silver dollar will be struck by the Royal 
Canadian Mint to commemorate the XI Commonwealth Games which will be held in 
Edmonton from August 3-12, 1978. 

A selection committee composed of artists and numismatists examined a total of 34 
designs which had been submitted by Canadian artists. A design submitted by 
Toronto artist Raymond Taylor was chosen. 

The coin is composed of equal quantities of silver and copper and measures 36mm 
in diameter. The obverse will bear the effigy of Her Majesty the Queen and the legend 
''Dollar 1978 Canada Elizabeth 11."' The reverse of the coin will show, along its 
perimeter, the official symbols of the ten sports which comprise the Commonwealth 
Games. The center of the coin will show the Commonwealth Games' symbol, with the 
words "XI Games XI jeux Commonwealth Edmonton 1978." 

During the design unveiling ceremony to the Commonwealth Games organizing 
committee, the Minister stressed the importance to Canada of these games. She 
mentioned that although the striking of the coin does not constitute federal financial 
support for the games, they will receive a large amount of publicity through the wide 
distribution of the coin. 

Over one million coins will be struck and offered for sale throughout North 
America and Europe. The coins will go on sale during February 1978 and will be sold 
for $4.50 each.

dpally functioning as an assay office, its 
operations were limited to melting, 
refining, assaying and stamping for 
weight and firieness, until it moved into 
its present building in 1906 and began 
coinage operations. Production in that 
first year was 167,371,035 coins, whereas 
at present the annual figure is close to 5 
billion coins. Starting with three 
coin presses, there are now some 54 coin 
presses operating 24 hours a day, five 
days a week, producing approximately 
20 million pieces a day. 

Besides coin production, the tour 
group may view a display of gold bars 
worth over $1 million. The average 
gold bar on display weighs over 27 
pounds and is worth approximately 
$17,000 at the official government price. 
Nearby is another extraordinary display, 
a collection of some 7,320 oriental coins, 
some more than 1000 years old. A gift 
from Japan to the people of Denver, the 
display is on loan to the Mint from the 
City of Denver. 

Back at The Broadmoor, the World 
Arena will be buzzing with numismatic 
activity. An exciting bourse floor will be 
lined by nationally known dealers, 
chosen in a drawing December 9th by 
Marvin Eberhardt, AN A's weekly janitor, 
under the supervision of executive vice 
president Edward Rochette. (See list 
included in this issue.) Nearby exhibits 
will be displayed from some of the 
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country's finest collections. Colorado 
numismatics, theme for the convention, 
will have a special place here, and 
potential exhibitors include William C. 
Henderson, Adna G. Wilde, and 
Colorado token book authors Lee Nott * 

and Jim Wright. Meetings are being 
scheduled for a variety of groups.

Other 
buildings of interest include Fairchild 
Fiall, the school's academic building 
which houses extensive aeronautic 
laboratories; the cadet library, whose 
curving staircase spans 4 floors; and an 
excellent planetarium. 

Garden of the Gods 
On to the Garden of the Gods, a 
favorite of many Springs residents, the 
tour group will view what American 
novelist Helen Hunt Jackson described 
as a wonderland of ''red rocks of every 
conceivable size and shape . *. . queer, 
grotesque little monstrosities looking 
like seals, fishes, cats, and masks . . . 
colossal monstrosities looking like 
elephants, like gargoyles, like giants . . . 
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comfortably if modestly on the profits of 
summer tourism, the health business, 
and taking care of a handful of idle rich. 
Ten years later Colorado Springs had 
become so deeply involved In Cripple 
Creek that Its population had tripled and 
a building boom had obliterated the 
small-town air of Pikes Peak Avenue. By 
1902 at least thirty Springs residents were 
millionaires, and even though the Crip- 
ple Creek boom soon tapered off, the 
expensive life style of the town lasted for 
many years. 

There is still much evidence in the 
area with which to envision this period 
of Colorado history . . . the wide tree- 
lined avenues, the pseudo-Tudor homes 
of Weber Avenue, and Millionaire's 
Row on Wood Avenue. Bell's home in 
Manitou Is open to visitors, and the 
opulent Glen Eyrie, rebuilt by Palmer in 
1904, can also be viewed by appoint- 
ment. In Old Colorado City (west 
Colorado Springs), where the dirtier 
side of the mining business was once 
evident with its mills, smelters, saloons, 
and gambling houses, there is revitaliza- 
tion occurring. The historical is being 
retained but renovated to modern use, 
resulting in a charming business district 
of small enterprises featuring antiques, 
gifts, and various services. 

For ANA conventioneers who are 
without transportation of their own to 
enjoy the sights of the area, the ANA has 
arranged for two tours to be offered, a 
local tour and one to the Denver Mint. 
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Both leave the Broadmoor early 
Wednesday afternoon, and both offer 
limited space. On the agenda for the 
local tour Is the Air Force Academy, the 
Garden of the Gods, and Van Briggle 
Pottery.

In late November the ANA staff was delighted to see the completion of yet another 
gallery addition to the Museum of the American Numismatic Association. Lining the 
walls outside the staff offices are exhibits specially loaned by the Bureau of Engraving 
and Printing, displaying a face value of nearly $80,000 in specimen and proof notes.

The Durfee & Peck firm operated out 
of St. Louis, Missouri. They had trading 
posts at several forts, including the 
following locations I have been able to 
document: Ft. Rice, Ft. Stevenson, Ft. 
Buford and Ft. Sully. These forts were all 


in Dakota Territory. The firm probably 
had stores in other Forts. 

Durfee & Peck's stores didn't remain 
in any location for more than a few 
years. In most cases their license was 
revoked for price gouging or other 
infractions of regulations. Apparently 
this company's ethics left something to 
be desired! — D.f.S.

tokens In 1966 when I found one in a 
Vermont antique shop. My curiosity 
aroused, I drove to the tiny town of Falls 
Village, Connecticut. There I met a 77 
year old collector of railroad items who 
had lived in the area ail of his life. His 
father had worked for the Housatonic 
Railroad, and he was familiar with the 
tokens. According to him they were 
issued for use by certain company 
employees only. These employees, 
called ''section men”, periodically had 
to walk along the track between two 
towns, inspecting and cleaning the 
track. They were given the tokens to ride 
the train back after completing the walk. 


The tokens are brass, 41mm, with 
Incuse lettering and blank reverses. All 
are alike ecept for the section number 
and town names. They were probably 
struck in the 1870's or 1880's. In addition 
to the five tokens illustrated,tokens are 
also known from section number 5 
(between Hawleyville and N. Milford) 
and section number 9 (between Kent 
and West Cornwall). Tokens probably 
exist from other sections, and I would be 
interested in hearing from anyone own- 
ing one. Considering their use, there 
were probably very small quantities of 
each token struck; all are nowextemely 
rare. 


Durfee & Peck 

The names Durfee & Peck are well known to collectors of Indian T rader tokens, and 
the issues of this firm have been described and illustrated in earlier issues of The 
Numismatist. Following is another of their issues worthy of mention. 


Although not especially rare they are, 
in my opinion, the most attractive of ail 
Indian Trader tokens. They were struck 
in the 1870's by the famous die-sinking 
firm Scovill Manufacturing Company of 
Waterbury, Connecticut. Specimens ex- 
ist in copper, brass, white metal and 
copper-nickel. 

Illustrated are examples of the three 
reverses used on these tokens.The run- 
ning buffalo is on the 25 cents tokens 
while on the 50 cents tokens is a 
sidewheel steamboat. (The firm owned a 
steamboat named G.H. DURFEE, no 
doubt used to transport merchandise to 
their stores; it was wrecked on the 
Missouri River in 1881.) The Indian 
riding horse is on the one dollar pieces. 


The three denominations were issued 
both under the name E.H. Durfee and 
Durfee & Peck; both types are il- 
lustrated. It is Interesting to note that 
although the name E.H. Durfee is on the 
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that the issuing company might have 
had some connection with the Panama 
Railway. This important line linking the 
Atlantic with the Pacific was opened on 
January 28, 1855; it ran from Colon to 
Panama City, a distance of 47.5 miles. 
The Initial purpose of the railway was to 


provide a route to California during the 
gold rush days. 

Perhaps among our readers Is a 
specialist in Panama numismatics who 
can supply additional Information on 
Coll Brandon & Company and the 
tokens. 


1896 Confederate Reunion 


On June 30th, 1896, in the auditorium 
of the Richmond, Virginia Fair Grounds, 
the sixth annual Confederate Reunion 
was called to order by General John B. 
Gordon. This was no small event and the 
townspeople of Richmond, anxious to 
give the veterans a royal welcome, had 
gayly decorated their city with Con- 
federate flags. 

Crowds started arriving several days 
early, and by the opening day ail lodges 
and hotels in the city were filled. Ten 
thousand cots were placed in the Exposi- 
tion building for the veterans, and large 
numbers had to sleep out on the grass in 
the square. 

Entertainment for the guests included 
Polk Miller and his Old South Quartette. 
The Ladies Confederate Memorial 
Literary Society held a reception at the 
^^White Flouse of the Confederacy^^ for 
Mrs. Jefferson Davis and various 
dignitaries, and Virginia Governor Col. 
Charles T. O'Ferrall, gave a reception for 
the veterans at his mansion. 

The reunion ended on July 2nd with 
the grand parade. There were over 

The Housatonic 

In May 1836 a charter was drawn for a 
railroad to run through western Con- 
necticut. After numerous delays the line 
was finally completed, and on 
December 1, 1842, the Housatonic 
Railroad Company began operations. 
The main line of road ran north from 
Bridgeport to the Connecticut state line. 
The company also leased several small 
lines. Including one running into the 
southwest corner of Massachusetts. 

In the 1870's the company owned 79 
miles of track and leased 47 more; by 
1890 these figures had increased to a 
total of 190 miles. Financial reports for 
the 1880's indicate that this was a 



twenty thousand men In line, represent- 
ing over nine hundred camps of Con- 
federate veterans Including some from 
every Southern state. With General Gor- 
don as chief marshall and Maj. N.V. 
Randolph chief of staff, the parade 
started at First & Broad streets and 
marched through Richmond, ending at 
Monroe Park where the cornerstone for 
a monument to Jefferson Davis was laid. 

The illustrated medal com- 
memorating the event was struck in 
white metal and Is 38mm. I can't recall 
seeing another medal portraying John B. 
Gordon, the Confederate Brigadier 
General who played a major role in the 
battle of Spotsylvania, one of the most 
savage struggles of the Civil War.

profitable operation. The company also 
owned or leased several small railroads, 
namely the Berkshire Railroad, West 
Stockbridge Railroad, New Haven and 
Derby Railroad, Stockbridge and 
Pittsfield Railroad, and the Danbury and 
Norwalk Railroad. 

In the railroad business, as with many 
businesses, the large companies tend to 
gobble up their smaller competitors. 
The end of the Housatonic Railroad 
came on July 1, 1892, when all its proper- 
ty was leased for 99 years to the New 
York, New Haven and Hartford Railroad 
Company.

Coll Brandon & Co. 

During the nineteenth century the great popularity of token collecting caused 
some numismatists to have die-sinkers create rare varieties to enhance their 
collections.This was particularly true during the Civil War period,when indiscriminate 
mulings and off-metal strikes were the rule, not the exception. As if this wasn't 
enough, some additional varieties were made by striking tokens over U.S. coins. These 
overstrikes, all very rare, are eagerly sought by the collectors of today. 



The tokens of Coll Brandon & Co. are 
all quite rare, and some certainly fall into 
that group described above. Warren 
Lloyd Plumer compiled a trial listing of 
tokens from Panama and the Canal 
Zone, and he lists specimens in copper 
and brass. He based this on descriptions 
from an unpublished work by O. P. 
Ekiund at the American Numismatic 
Society, and he has not confirmed the 
existence of the brass token. In 1975 an 


incredible set of these tokens, all in 
uncirculated condition, turned up In an 
old collection purchased by a coin 
dealer in the Washington, D.C. area. Not 
only were there two specimens in 
copper, but also an example In tin and 
two overstrikes; one over an 1851 U.S. 
large cent and the other over a Civil War 
token of John Matthews (Fuld N.Y. 630- 
AV). Illustrated here is the regular 
specimen, plus enlargements of both 
overstrikes. As can be seen, the 
overstrikes were done very carefully so 
the host coin could be plainly seen. 
Probably the copper tokens were in- 
tended for circulation, the others being 
made to the order of a collector; quite 
possibly the overstrikes are unique! 

These well executed tokens are ob- 
viously of American manufacture. Most 
likely Coll Brandon & Company was an 
American firm operating in Panama. The 
town of Colon is located on the Atlantic 
coast of the country; it was founded in 
1850, the first name of the settlement 
being Aspinwall. This was in honor of 
William H. Aspinwall, one of the 
builders of the Panama Railway. 
Although the name was eventually 
changed by an act of legislation to Colon 
(for Christopher Columbus, who visited 
Limon Bay in 1502), the original name 
lingered with the English speaking 
residents for many years. It is interesting 
to note that both town names are on the 
tokens. 

The attractive train depicted on the 
reverse of the tokens leads me to think 
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featuring fakes 


joined Hitler's Germany. But his dreams came to an end on April 28, 1945, when he was 
executed by Italian partisans outside the village of Dongo, near Como. 

Now, jumping halfway around the world, you see at the top of this page a silver 
dollar-size piece which many claim to be only a concoction . . . and which just as many 
swear is a genuine coin which circulated in the ''Burma Road" area during World War 
II as payment to natives and Chinese soldiers in building the Burma Road Into China. 
'Eduard Kann In 1953 listed it as his coin No. 939, yet I don't find it in any texts coming 
out of China. 

Struck In extremely low relief, making it tough to photograph, the piece shows only a 
stag's head within a circle on one side ... no legend, no maker's mark, nothing else. 

On the other side's lower half are four Chinese characters translating, "Cheng 
(exact)-Yin (silver) - Yi (one) - Liang (ounce)." Above the Chinese is a line of Burmese 
which repeats the same thing. No hint of the issuer is apparent. You'd think that even 
if the piece only was a round, silver ingot, that the maker's mark would appear. 

Some fifteen years ago I wrote to the British Army's finance authority and to that of 
the U.S. Army. Nobody in London recalled ever having heard of the piece, and my 
correspondent In Washington, D.C., replied that he'd served in that area at that time 
and they had paid the native laborers with cigarettes, food, and clothing since there 
was no place along that road where money would have been of use. 

Recently I met one man, though, who said the piece actually had been used In the 
Burma area. I don't recall if he, himself had served there. Then, six or eight years ago 
two men from Southeast Asia showed up in Hong-Kong with two or three chests of 
shiny, uncirculated "stag" pieces which they sold in Hong-Kong as bullion. 

Publications since 1953, which seem to have copied from Mr. Kann's book, state, 
"Necessitated by the exingencies of World War II, a special kind of tael (tsao-p'ing 
tael) was issued in about 1945 for paying Chinese troops operating then on the Yun- 
nan Burma frontier, and within Burma, too." Might Mr. Kann have depended solely 
on what someone had told him? 

So, as of now, I don't know if the piece is a genulne,circulatlng coin, or just a 
successful concoction. Do you?

Above is a coin which never was. It's a concoction made by a medal manufacturer in 
Italy, and sold in Italy as a medal. 

Pictured on its obverse is the helmeted head of Italian newspaperman-turned- 
politician Benito Mussolini. Collectors of Italy's coins know that no coin was ever 
issued bearing Mussolini's likeness. However, this piece has been bought by many 
inexperienced collectors who assume it is an Italian coin. 

There's a reason for the conclusion. In 1928, to celebrate the end of World War I, 
Italy did issue a dollar-size silver 20 lire coin bearing the helmeted head of King 
Vittorio Emanuele III, Yeoman 75. The reverse of the genuine No. 75 has been copied 
exactly on this fake. (Since the passage of The Hobby Protection Act, any specimens of 
this concoction which you import must have the word COPY incused into one 
surface. Otherwise, expect a visit from the FTC.) 

There's debate as to whether Mussolini really deserved to have had a coin struck 
with his likeness. Expediency seemed to mold his actions. Born 1883, lynched in 1945, 
Mussolini had a high IQ and an fnsubordinate temper. Qualified to be a teacher at age 
18, Benito saw no future in that career and went to Switzerland. There, engaged in 
writing revolutionary propaganda, he was expelled from one Swiss Canton (state) after 
another, finally being bounced out of the entire Swiss Confederation. 

Then he took a job on the Italian language Socialist newspaper in T rento (then a part 
of the Austria-Hungary Empire). In 1916, I'm told, his editor was hanged by the 
Austrians, and Benito scrammed out of Austria, nudged over the border by the 
Austrian authorities. 

Back in Italy, he became an opponent of Italy's expansion into Africa, argued 
against ''a vast Italy, but an Italy cultivated, rich, and free." Mussolini also argued for 
strict neutrality when World War I broke out. But, on May 15, 1915, he declared that 
either the king would take Italy Into the war against Germany, or there would be a 
republican revolution in Italy. Nine days later Italy entered World War I. 

By 1920 Mussolini again switched his political beliefs from socialism to fascism and, 
on October 31, 1922, he was head of Italy's government and now a successful advocate 
for Italy's expansion, both in Europe and in Africa. During World War II Mussolini 
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St. Gaudens $20 Gold Counterfeits 

Collectors and dealers have been sending quite a number of St. Gaudens $20 
Double Eagles to ANACS for examination. Many of these high-quality counterfeits 
dated in the 1920's have the same imperfections and ail appear to have the same collar 
defects. Those examined which have identical defects include pieces dated 1920, 1924, 
1926. 1927 and 1928. 


Most of the obvious flaws are 
reflected on the edge of the coin and the 
E PLURIBUS UNUM inscription, es- 
pecially the first two words. A curved 
tool mark on the E radiates upward to 
the left from the right end of the center 
bar. Another tool mark, diagonally 
downward to the left from the lower left 
serif of the I and a raised ''pimple'' at the 
right of the I just above the lower right 
serif, also mar the coin's edge. The B has 
uniform tooling and depressions, the 
most obvious being a short mark to the 

E PLURIBUS UNUM 

The edge legend also includes three raised 
bar~like areas created by the use of a 
three-piece collar. 
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left of the letter directly opposite the 
upper side of the center crossbar. Many 
of the stars on the edge show identical 
tooling and damage. Most obvious are 
the third star left of the letter E and the 
star between E and P. Both have 
numerous tooling marks on and around 
them. 

Though individually these counterfeit 
St. Gaudens $20 Double Eagles could 
easily fool most anyone, collectively 
they can be spotted by identical 
characteristics.

■ Progress is a great thing — Tm all for It. 
My alma mater supplies electric power 
to most of northern Illinois. When 1 left it 
over 13 years ago it was building its first 
nuclear power plant; today more than a 
third of its output comes from that new 
fuel. And that new airplane, the Con- 
corde, can get you across the Atlantic in 
only 3 V 2 hours. 

Our friends at Western Publishing 
Company in Racine, Wis., Invited me to 
the first public showing of the new 
Official ANA Grading Standards for 
United States Coins on November 18. 
Being at my then home just west of 
Chicago, only 66 miles from Racine as 
the crow (or Concorde) flies, I accepted. 
Upon checking for a train, Amtrak's 
spokesman informed me that there is no 
longer train service Into Racine — 'Try 
the bus lines.'' Sure enough. Greyhound 
has two busses each way daily, Chicago- 
Racine. 

So, I boarded the Burlington- 
Northern train In LaGrange at 5:40 a.m., 
had sixty minutes to traverse the 
Chicago Loop for the 7:15 bus and 
arrived in Racine at 9:45. 

Along with several other guests I was 
given an interesting tour of Western's 
main plant, saw the new book and was 
treated to an excellent lunch. While 
visiting with Nell Shafer in the after- 
noon, a call came from a California 
dealer to double his first order for 750 of 
the new grading books. 

The return to LaGrange was unevent- 
ful but just astedious asthe morning trip 
north. Left Racine on Greyhound at 4:50 
p.m., arrived in Chicago Loop at 7:30, 


crossed to Union Station and waited for 
the 8:30 B-N train to LaGrange. Arrived 
at 9:01 p.m., 15 hours and 21 minutes 
after leaving in the dawn's early light. 
Actual travel and waiting time enroute 
was 8 hours and 16 minutes to get 66 
miles away from home and return, a 
distance that the Concorde travels in 
about 6 minutes. 

As stated. I'm all for progress but did 
wish a little of it had been available for 
my trip to Racine. 

■ Borrowing Jay Guren's phrase, 
another tall tree has fallen In the 
numismatic forest. I refer to the 
November 15 death of M. H. Bolender, 
esteemed numismatist and dealer. You 
may be interested in the following ex- 
cerpt from one of his late auction 
catalogs as an insight into the man apart 
from the dealer. 

"To friends who wished me a good 
recovery from my heart attack of over 
two years ago, I can report that I am 
feeling the best since before the attack 
on Christmas eve of 1951. Going back to 
the hobby, I have seen its remarkable 
growth in this country over the past 47 
years that I have been collecting, and 
because our hobby has so much merit 
and interest, the number of collectors 
will increase tremendously in the future. 
Therefore, prices on most items cannot 
help but go up. When certain series 
become too high for average collectors, 
many will go Into different fields of 
collecting, where costs are more 
reasonable." 

Yes, Mr. Bolender was a good prophet. 
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can be . . . and has been . . . manipulated 
through '"block voting." 

Under the present "loaded" top- 
seven system, candidates can receive a 
minority of the votes and yet run as high 
as 4th out of 17 candidates! 

Is is unrealistic to say that nobody will 
run against a strong vote-getter incum- 
bent. There's no incumbent who can't 
be unseated if the right candidate with 
the right stand on an issue comes along 
and files for the incumbent's seat. 

So many representative governing 
bodies (especially in the Midwest and 
West where numbered seats are com- 
mon) can't be ail wrong! So let's give it a 
try. 

Argument opposed to . . . 

The present election system provides 


that those seven candidates who receive 
the most votes are elected to the board. 

The result of proposed numbered or 
designated seats could be: 

Candidates have chosen which of the 
seven seats to run for, and the four 
strongest candidates all could choose to 
run for Seat No. 1, each receiving seven 
thousand votes. Only one candidate 
could be elected. One candidate is the 
only candidate to file for, say , Seat No. 2. 
With no competition, being the only 
one to run for Seat No. 2, he might 
receive only 2,000 votes. So there we 
have one candidate on the board with 
2,000 votes, and three candidates who 
received 7,000 votes not elected. 

The membership would prefer to 
have the candidates with 7,000 votes on 
the board rather than one that receives 
only 2,000 votes. 


Saratoga Battle 
Commemorated 

The Battle of Saratoga Bicentennial Com- 
memorative Medal has recently been issued 
to members of The American Bicentennial 
Commemorative Society. The com- 
memorative honors the crucial American 
victory at Saratoga on the 200th Anniversary 
of that historic event, and is the 32nd com- 
memorative issued by the Society. 

Christine Normart has designed and sculp- 
tured this important work of art. The obverse 
portrays the British surrender, while the 
symbolic reverse allegorically depicts the 
American victory. 

The Society issues one new com- 
memorative medal each month throughout 
the Bicentennial era, minted by Medallic Art 
Company. One proof of each com- 
memorative is minted in silver or bronze 
exclusively for each member of the Society. 
The original issue price of each solid sterling 
silver proof is $15, while the solid bronze 
proofs are priced at $9 each. A total of 76 
medals will be issued in all.

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Terms of ANA president and vice- 
president remain at two years. 
Presidents never again may run for 
president nor for vice-president, but 
may run for governor. 

For nearly two centuries U.S. senators 
have been elected on staggered terms. 
Many city councils, county and state 
boards, also serve on staggered terms. In 
organizations, these are but a few elect- 
ing to staggered terms: American Bar 
Association, American Chemical So- 
ciety, American College Testing 
Program, American Philatelic Society, 
and the Society of Philatelic Americans. 

The best recommendation for 
staggered terms Is that they do work!!! 

Argument opposed to . . . 

The proposed staggered election 
change is said to be needed to guarantee 
that there always will be some ex- 
perienced governors on the board. 
While it is conceivable that a majority of 
a board could not or would not be re- 
elected, recent elections do not support 
such a possibility resulting In the elec- 
tion of an inexperienced majority. The 
record of new faces from the ANA 
elections of governors from 1957 to date 
are:

(*The board was Increased from seven to 
nine members in the 1963 election.) 

As seen above, ANA is retaining an 
experienced majority on the board un- 
der the present system.

For Specific^ Numbered Seats on the 
Board . . . 

Sponsor: Virgil Hancock 

RESOLVED: That Section 12(a) of Article 
VI of the Bylaws of the Association be 
created to read as follows: 

Section 12(a). Commencing with the 
election of 1979, a candidate for 
Governor shall stand for election and 
shall be listed on the ballot for one of 
seven numbered governorships. A 
nominated candidate shall, in accept- 
ing nomination in the manner 
described in paragraph (5) of section 1 
of this Article, declare candidacy 
irrevocably for one of the numbered 
governships for which election is to 
occur in that year and shall be listed 
on the ballot in accordance with such 
declaration. 

AND RESOLVED: That Section 12 (b) of 
Article VI of the Bylaws of the Associa- 
tion be created to read as follows: 
Section 12 (b). To provide for a transi- 
tion from two year terms to four year 
terms, and to attain the staggered 
election of Governors, the following 
interim elections shall take place: In 
the 1979 election. Seats No. 1, 2, 3, and 
4 shall be filled for a term of four years, 
and Seats No. 5, 6, and 7 shall be filled 
for a term of two years. Upon expira- 
tion of each of the foregoing terms, a 
like number of Governors shall be 
elected for four year terms. 

FURTHER RESOLVED: That Section 11 
(b) Article VI (as proposed) be repealed.

Is the coin 
heavily encrusted? Yes, but then most 
Byzantine coins are. However, there 
remains enough visible to be reasonably 
assured of the above attribution. On the 
obverse may be seen two seated rulers 
having a nimbus (halo) around each 
head. Sear identifies it as SB 360. 

From the true numismatist's point of 
view, what are the most desirable of the 
numerous types of Byzantine coins? The 
answer is those that are regnally dated, 
as is Lee's. The Byzantine empire lasted 
for one thousand years, but regnal 
dating occurred only between AD 537 
and around 700, less than two hundred 
years. And even here the vast majority 
did not carry dates. With the opportunity 
to pin-point the exact year of minting 
(actually one of two touching years) and 
much other information available, these 
regnally dated coins are the most 
desirable for purposes of study. For this 
reason regnally dated coins will be 
awarded to all juniors for coin No. 8. 

However, earning coin No. 8 does not 
end the awards. For completing both 
portions of the RCP, a bonus coin will be 
given. As described in recent issues of 
YNN, juniors may choose from the 
following: 

1. A Chi Rho Christogram (first two 
letters of Christ in Greek) of the 
late fourth century. 

2. A Constantine commemorative 
coin showing Romulus and Remus 
being suckled by the she-wolf. 

3. A Centenionalis of Constans show- 
ing the Emperor guiding the ship of 
state. 

But more is still to come. All com- 
pleting the program will be awarded a 
book on numismatics. Details are not 
complete for this bonus award, but 
when firmed, past earners will be sent 
the book. For the present ail will receive 
a copy of a reprint of the 1974 Heath 
Literary Award winning article, ''The 
First Twenty-eight Anno Domini Dated 
Coins."

The least known fare token of the 
NYCTA is the Aqueduct Special Token 
which, with the exception of its 28mm 
diameter, has the same description as 
the Authority's other tokens. The 
Aqueduct Special is a train which runs 
from midtown Manhattan to the race 
track on the right-of-way in the borough 
of Brooklyn. The track is open from 
November to April each year. 


This token, NY 630 AP (Fig. 12), was 
placed in use in November 1%6 at the 
price of SOd:. The fare is now one dollar. 
The token has only one variety, a con- 
densed G as shown in Figure 12. The 
mintage and manufacture would not be 
divulged by the Authority according to 
them for reasons of security. 

With the next fare increase there is 
talk of a new, solid 20mm token, or even 
of switching back to the old 16mm 
token. Only one thing is sure, only the 
vecturists will be happy about it! 


Roman Coin Project

There have been many firsts in the Roman Coin Project— first to earn a Roman com, 
Mark R. Toper, Pennington, N.J.; first girl to earn a Roman coin, Sandra Sedo, 
Dearborn, Mich.; first from a foreign country to earn a Roman coin, Rob Stevens, 
Hamilton, Ontario; first to earn four coins and thereby complete the Basic RCP, 
Mark R. Toper; first to earn a Byzantine coin (#5), Mark Hotz, Pikesville, Md.; first to 
earn two Byzantine coins, Albert W. Mayers III, Melrose, Mass; first to earn coin #7, 
Bradford Grab, Bridgeport, Nj. 


These are key first earners in the 
Roman Coin Project. Now for the big 
one: the first to complete the Advanced 
RCP, emblematic of earning four Byzan- 
tine coins, or numbers 5,6,7 and 8 in the 
overall program. The honoree: Lee S. 
Minshull, Ann Arbor, Mich. Lee com- 
pleted his 500 words in the November 
The Numismatist with the article, ''A 
Summer Job with the ANA." This article 
was 350 words long. Actually, the August 
issue carried a 1200 word article co- 
written by Lee with four other juniors, 
and because rules were not precise at 
the time, he was then awarded a 


Byzantine coin. However, he could only 
take credit for one-fifth of the article 
(240 words), so recognition for earning 
coin No. 7 had to be withheld until the 
350 words appeared in the November 
issue. Lee had already earned coins 5 
and 6, so he exhibited all seven Roman 
and Byzantine coins at the ANA Con- 
vention in Atlanta. He has now earned 
coin No. 8 and is the first junior to 
achieve this coveted goal. 

For coin No. 8, Lee was awarded one 
struck by justin II and wife Sophia, AD 
565-578, which was struck in regnal year 
8, or AD 572/73. It is from the Constan-

Surrounding the token's IRT symbol is 
'Interborough Rapid Transit Co." 
"Good for One Fare" surrounds the 
symbol on the German silver token's 
reverse. These are listed as NY 630 U in 
Atwood's Catalogue of United States 
and Canadian Transportation Tokens. 
(Fig. 4) 

Since the Supreme Court ruled 
against the IRT for the 7it fare the tokens 
were placed in storage until 1943 when a 
large sum was sold to the Hudson and 
Manhattan Railroad to be melted down 
for its own token. In 1948 the remaining 
stock of 630 U was sold by the NYCTSfor 
scrap. These tokens were never used 
and are scarce today. 

In 1953 when the New York City 
Transit System was under the control of 
the Board of Transportation, it was 
ordered to dissolve. The New York City 
Transit Authority was formed and raised 
the fare to 15<t. 

A great rush was made to strike and 
Issue tokens at this time, but the job 
finally fell to designer Louis A. 
Schineller. Here is how he remembers 
it: 

"'It is true that I drew up the small token. I 
was then under the direction of my 
superior, Mr. Cameron A. Reed, then head 
of Maintenance of Way. He has since 
retired and passed away. I was given an 
assortment of tokens from various cities 
and was directed to produce a drawing for 
the new New York City Transit Authority. 
Of course I had to follow, like everything 
else, a rigid set of specifications. These 
were as to size, type of metal, weight, and 
punch marks. Not to throw bouquets at 
myself, but Mr. Reed said I was his chosen 
boy for the job."' 

Louis Schineller is now in his 70's and 
lives quietly in the borough of Brooklyn, 
N . Y . He received no special benefits for 
the token design and has been un- 
recognized until this author came along 
and delved into the depths of the files at 
the Transit Authority. Unlike coin 
collecting where everyone knows who 
designed what, the veaurist knows 
designers for only one or two of the 
many thousands of tokens he studies. 

There are two major types of 16mm 
NYCTA fare tokens and a total of ten 
varieties. All the tokens are brass, and all 
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female figure representing New York 
City. On the lower left is a subway train 
entering a station on a curve (the 
original City Hall station of the IRT). 

The reverse has a laurel wreath sur- 
rounding the seal of the City of New 
York at its top and '"CITIZENS BAN- 
QUET'' on a ribbon just below (thus 
telling where the medals were given 
out). Center is a tablet which is in- 
scribed, "COMMEMORATING THE 
SIGNING OF THE CONTRACTS FOR 
THE DUAL SUBWAY SYSTEM OF 
GREATER NEW YORK APRIL, 1913." This 
medal was minted by the Whitehead & 
Hoag Co. of Newark N.j., though no 
mintage figures were recorded. 

The second medal (Fig. 3) depicts 
Mercury overlooking a view of the new 
elevated structure on which the subway 
will ride in the borough of Queens. The 
river represents the East River and under 
the river are two trains, one entering, 
the second leaving the tunnel portal in 
Queens where these medals were given 
out during the ground breaking 
ceremonies. 

The reverse has a laurel wreath en- 
compassing the seal of the City of New 
York, a blank ribbon, and in the center a 
tablet which is inscribed, "IN COM- 
MEMORATION OF THE COMMENCE- 
MENT OF CONSTRUCTION WORK ON 
THE DUAL SUBWAY SYSTEM IN THE 
BOROUGH OF QUEENS NEW YORK 
CITY JUNE 7th 1913". The commemora- 
tion ceremonies were held in Long 
Island City, Queens. 

As the fare was five cents, there was no 
need for a token. In 1928 the Inter- 
borough Rapid Transit Co. was begin- 
ning to feel the rising construction costs, 
so IRT President Frank Hedly petitioned 
the City and State for a fare Increase. He 
was denied, but when Mr. Hedly went to 
the Supreme Court, things were looking 
so good for the company that the IRT 
went on the line and ordered 2 million 
tokens each from the Johnson Fare Box 
Company of Chicago and the Scoville 
Mfg. Company of Waterbury, Conn. The 
Meyer & Wenthe Company of Chicago 
minted 2,002,117. These six million 
tokens were received In New York City 
by December 1928.

By this time the City had constructed 
its own subway, the Independent 
System (IND). With all three lines in 
operation, it was clear that a merger was 
needed, but this became a reality only 
after 10 years of court fights, when in 
1940 the New York City Transit System 
was formed as a part of the Board of 
Transportation. The fare was increased 
to lOd: and free transfers between lines 
were instituted. 

The 10<t fare lasted until 1953 when on 
March 23, the New York City Transit 
Authority was created and began, effec- 
tive June 15, to operate all transit lines 
owned by the City at a 15<i: fare. (Now the 
fare is 50<l: and the NYCTA is part of the 
State controlled Metropolitan Transpor- 
tation Authority.) 


The Dual (IRT-BMT) Contracts were 
signed to split the proposed routes 
between the Interborough Rapid Transit 
Company and the Brooklyn-Manhattan 
Company. These contracts were to ul- 
timately produce much of today's rapid 
transit system. As you can see by the map 
(Fig. 1) the lines of the new routes 
snaked all over Manhattan, and over 
bridges and under water to the 
boroughs of Brooklyn, Queens and the 
Bronx. Construction of these lines 
began in 1913 and all routes were in 
operation by 1934.

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P roposals for underground railroads in New York City were made as early 

as the 1850% and an experimental '"pneumatic'' subway^ several blocks ^ 

long, was actually built and operated for a couple of years in the early 
seventies. But the influential wealthy of the city were afraid that their 
buildings would collapse from any digging beneath them; so unable to go 1 

under the ground, the city went up. Elevated railroads were built radiating ' 

from the Battery out to Harlem River. Belching sparks and smoke and sending ^ 

drops of water and oil on those below, the trains rattled up and down tracks at 
an alarming speed of thirty miles per hour. 


It was not until 1900 that construction 
began on New York's first real subway, 
and on October 27, 1904, the first of New 
York's three subway systems was 
opened. The Interborough Rapid Tran- 
sit Company (IRT) operated from City 
Hall in lower Manhattan to 145th Street 
in the northern tier. After the success of

miles of rail and to operate it for 50 years, ' 

after which title would be transferred to j 

the City. This all sounded good and was, I

Zulu Nation Medal Struck by Roger Williams Mint 



Roger Williams Mint of Providence, Rhode Island, has been commissioned to mint the official 
medal of the Zulu Nation commemorating the wedding of the Zulu kingdom's King Goodwill 
Zwelethini to Princess Montfombi, 21 year old daughter of King Sobhuza 2nd of Swaziland. 

This limited edition medal was designed and sculptured by Roger Williams Mint to the 
specifications authorized by representatives of the Zulu government. On one side of the 
sculptured medal there is a highly detailed portrait of the King and Queen; on the other, the 
Zulu Royal Coat of Arms emblazoned with regal lions and spears. 

I ra Urbach, vice president of marketing for Roger Williams Mint, pointed out, '‘This is the first 
time that we at the Mint have been commissioned by a kingdom to design and strike a medal of 
such notable significance to two nations. We have taken particular pride in Its design and tooling 
to produce a commemorative medal worthy of the linking of these two great African Nations." 
From a historical perspective, over the past 200 years the Zulus have sought an alliance with 
neighboring Swaziland, a move that would fortify their position of strength within the African 
structure. In June of 1977, through this marriage, this alliance of two growing African nations was 
achieved. Today the Zulu Nation numbers 5.8 million, and while great forces have been at work 
creating changes in Africa, the Zulus have maintained their own deeply rooted heritage, perhaps 
more tenaciously than any other group in Africa, retaining their own customs, tradition and 
language. 

The medal thus becomes a historic symbol of an African event more than 175 years in 
development. It is minted by Roger Williams Mint in 1 1/2 inch diameter in bronze ($5.95 ea.), 
.999 fine silver ($24 ea.), and 14 karat gold ($225 ea.) and can be obtained directly from Roger 
Williams Mint who serves as an official agent for the Zulu Nation. Inquiries should be directed to 
400 Charles Street, Providence, Rl 02904. 
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Silver Certificates (all Series) are listed as 
outstanding, but even if twice this 
amount exists, we can easily see the 
gross Inaccuracy of the outstanding 
figures before the implementation of 
section 6c, and the relative uselessness 
of the outstanding figures on present- 
day ledgers. In other words, we must 
rely on records of observation, produc- 
tion statistics, and Treasury issue records 
(If available) to arrive at the scarcity or 
abundance of the classes and series of 
Old Series currency of the lower 
denominations ($1 through $100). 

The high denominations, such as the 
$500, $1000, $5000, and $10,000 notes, 
must be treated a little differently. They 
were usually produced in smaller quan- 
tities than the lower denomination 
notes, and seldom saw circulation with 
the general public due to their high face 
value; instead they were used by banks 
and clearing houses. Because of this, a 
more accurate tabulation can be made 
about the availability of these practically 
unseen notes. 

However, even the high 
denominations were subject to write- 
offs and as a result have caused misinter- 
pretations to occur in numismatic 
writing. For example, a current edition 
of a standard reference book on U.S. 
paper currency uses the official Treasury 
records of December 31,1965 as a source 
to Indicate the number of high 
denomination notes outstanding. Listed 
as outstanding are five $1,000 Treasury 
Notes of 1890; ten $1,000 National Bank 
Notes; and six $500 National Bank Notes. 
These were all, however, affected by 
section 6c of the Old Series Currency 
Adjustment Act — twenty $1,000 
Treasury Notes of 1890 were written-off, 
leaving 5 as outstanding on current 
Treasury ledgers; eleven $1,000 National 
Bank Notes were written-off, leaving 10 


pieces as outstanding; and one hundred 
and sixty-seven $500 National Bank 
Notes were written-off, leaving 6 pieces 
as outstanding on the ledgers (refer to 
the appropriate table). This is another 
example of factor number 5. 

Before concluding, it must be stated 
that a// U.S. Old Series currency is scarce. 
Gem or superb examples are a real 
challenge to locate, and for some 
denominations of issues only circulated 
examples are known, while there are 
denominations of issues where there are 
no known survivors. 

In retrospect, and by the thoughtful 
foresight of the authors of the Old Series 
Currency Adjustment Act, we are In- 
debted to section 10 of the Act: 

In order to provide a historical collection of 
paper money currency issues of the United 
States, the Secretary of the Treasury is 
authorized, after redemption, to withhold 
from cancellation and destruction and to 
transfer to a special account one piece of 
each design. Issue, or series of each 
denomination of each kind of paper 
currency of the United States, including 
bank notes heretofore or hereafter 
issued ... 21 

Thus the Old Series Currency Adjust- 
ment Act did have a positive numismatic 
effect as It ''brings back a long history: 
Civil War greenbacks. Treasury notes of 
1890, silver certificates, and other 
reminders of the great monetary and 
fiscal issues of the 19th century .''22 a 
historical collection of paper was saved 
for the enjoyment of us all, and tax- 
payers were saved a sizable sum of 
money through bookkeeping entries; 
but the Act has forced numismatic 
researchers to suffer the confusion of 
inaccurate records created out of a need 
for expediency, and to rely on their own 
numismatic community for a realistic 
conception of outstanding Old Series 
Currency available to the collector.

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After reviewing the data in the above 
tables, numismatists must ask 
themselves, ''Are the amounts in the 
'currently outstanding, column reflec- 
tive of what Is available to the collec- 
tor?" Several factors must be considered 
for us to arrive at a reasonable answer: 

1. The vulnerability of paper money to 
natural disasters (e.g., floods, fires, tor- 
nadoes) greatly reduced the amount of 
Old Series currency actually held by the 
public, even though it was listed as 
outstanding on the Treasury's ledgers. 

2. It was difficult, even a hardship, to sock 
away paper money for a collection - 
which gives credence to the notion that 
much of the paper money was destroyed 
by natural disaster. 

3. Certain outstanding denominations of 
issues have been recorded by serial 
numbers throughout the years by 
devoted numismatists, with the total 
being compared with the Treasury's 
ledgers, thus giving us an accurate count 
of what is known vis d vis these par- 
ticular notes. 

4. Numismatists have observed the general 
quantities and the availability of Old 
Series notes. 

5. Amounts of Old Series currency carried 
as outstanding after fiscal year June 30, 
1961 are for the convenience of the 
Treasury, and not as a service to the 
numismatist. 

A few examples will suffice to 
demonstrate the above factors. The 
Treasury ledgers just prior to the passage 
of the Old Series Currency Adjustment 
Act, and after Its passage, list twenty- 
eight $50 Federal Reserve Bank Notes as 
outstanding (see Fed. Res. Bank Note 
table). Noted numismatist William P. 
Donlon has accounted for twenty-eight 
by serial number;^^ therefore, the 
Treasury books reflect what is available 
to the collector with regard to this note. 

The $20 Federal Reserve Bank Note, 
however, is another story. Treasury 
Ledgers maintain 10,205 pieces as out- 
standing as of June 30, 1961 (see Fed. Res. 
Bank Note table), but after write-offs 
authorized by section 6c, there are none 
listed as outstanding. This we know to be 
false, as there are on occasion $20 
Federal Reserve Bank Notes offered for 
sale, and they are in collections 


throughout the United States and the 
world. The exact number of them out- 
standing and still existing is only conjec- 
ture: on the one hand, certainly there 
are not 10,205 $20 Federal Reserve Bank 
Notes available to collectors, and on the 
other, the treasury entry of zero pieces 
outstanding is the best example of factor 
number 5 listed above. 

Of course all Federal Reserve Bank 
Notes are difficult to locate due to their 
low production. We need to focus on a 
more plentiful class to round out the 
example, and the $5 Silver Certificate 
will be a good case-in-point. Five Series 
of $5 Silver Certificates were produced, 
and they are known by their series dates 
of 1886, 1891, 1896, 1899, and 1923. If we 
combine all of the Series together there 
were 672,738,000 $5 Silver Certificates 
delivered by the Bureau of Engraving 
and Printing to the Treasury vaults from 
fiscal year 1887 through fiscal year 1926. 
The accompanying table illustrates the 
production breakdown by series.

Based upon observation the $5 note of 
the 1899 Series is more available to 
collectors than any other $5 Silver Cer- 
tificate. This is not surprising, for it was 
produced in greater number (84% of 
total production) and for a longer 
period of time than any other $5 Silver 
Certificate, thus giving more collectors 
more time to save it. We therefore can 
safely assume that the great majority of 
the $5 Silver Certificates listed as out- 
standing during fiscal year 1961 were of 
the 1899 Series. Before the write-offs 
there were 1,818,789 and 2/3 $5 Silver 
Certificates (all Series) outstanding (see 
Silver Cert, table). However, based upon 
the observations of numismatists, there 
are not anywhere near that many sur- 
viving. In fact, if there are as many as a 
few thousand 1899 $5 Silver Certificates 
held by the public it would be sur- 
prising. After the write-offs 2,838 $5

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gressional Committees, S. 1619 was 
passed by the Senate and the House, 12 
presented to the President on June 20, 
and became Public Law 87-66 on June 30, 

1961.14 

Public Law 87-66, also officially known 
as the ''Old Series Currency Adjustment 
Act,'' was a success for the United States 
government and the taxpayers. The Act 
released $61,059,919 worth of gold and 
silver reserves which "resulted in an 
equivalent increase in the free gold 
balance and the free silver balance in the 
general fund available for the issuance 
of gold certificates to Federal Reserve 
Banks and for the issuance of additional 


Series Currency Adjustment Act, stated 
to the House of Representatives that 
"The Treasury, by reason of its long 
experience, believes, and it has 
evidence to believe, that al least $100 
million of this (Old Series) currency has 
been lost or destroyed. Thus when S. 
1619 became law it contained section 6c 
which authorized the Secretary of the 
Treasury to determine from time to time 
amounts of Old Series currency as being 
lost or destroyed. These amounts were 
then removed from the current Treasury 
ledgers. 

Immediately preceding the utilization 
of section 6c there were $139,559,484 of 
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amounts of silver certificates.''^^ Ad- 
ditionally, $36,419,050 was paid into the 
Treasury by the Federal Reserve Banks to 
release their respective notes totaling 
this amount. The sum was subsequently 
"credited to public debt receipts and 
established as a public debt liability 
bearing no interest . . ."i^ |n other words, 
the government was relieved from pay- 
ing interest at the rate of 3 to 4 per cent 
on the $98 million held in reserves to 
back currency allegedly lost or 
destroyed while in circulation. 

The Chairman of the House Com- 
mittee on Banking and Currency, in his 
argument for the passage of the Old 


Old Series currency carried on the 
Treasury ledgers as outstanding. 
Therefore, the Chairman's statement 
before the House would lead us to 
believe that there were perhaps $39 
million of large-size currency that had 
not been destroyed or irretrievably lost. 
However, after section 6c had been 
employed for eight years (1961-68) only 
$1,652,484 of Old Series currency 
remained on the Treasury's ledgers as 
outstanding. 

The accompanying tables illustrate 
how the classes of Old Series currency 
were affected by section 6c:i® 
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Issuance of the Old Series currency 
ceased after June 30, 1929, and the last 
printing of the currency to be issued 
occurred December 15, 1928.^ The first 
printing of the New Series took place on 
August 6, 1928 (fiscal year 1929) and was 
placed into circulation the following 
fiscal year.3 The Treasury now faced the 
task of replacing the large-size currency 
in circulation with that of the new small- 
size. 

The effort of the Treasury to redeem 
outstanding large-size currency was 
dramatic — during a ten month period 
in fiscal year 1930, 89.8% of all Old Series 
currency was redeemed and destroyed.^ 


approximately $30,500,000 in gold 
reserves, and $31,000,000 in silver 
reserves.® In addition, approximately 
$36,500,000 was held in reserve by the 
Federal Reserve Banks to secure Federal 
Reserve Notes.7 Treasury officials con- 
cluded that if these reserves could be 
freed it would save the American tax- 
payers $10,000 per day.® Under- 
secretary of the Treasury, Robert V. 
Roosa, stated that 

The freeing of these reserves would have 
the effect of increasing the Treasury's cash 
position by about $98 million. This would 
enable the Treasury to decrease by a 
corresponding amount its outstanding 



Throughout the years following 1929 
people continued to turn in their Old 
Series currency to the U.S. Treasury and 
receive payment in small-size paper 
money at face value. Treasury records of 
December 30, 1960 show 40,308,640 
pieces of Old Series currency outstand- 
ing, totaling $141,417,853.5 
While the outstanding amounts of 
Old Series currency were a joy to the 
paper money collector, they were 
burdensome and costly to the govern- 
ment. The Gold Certificates were back- 
ed by gold, and the Silver Certificates 
and Treasury Notes of 1890 were backed 
by standard silver dollars, thus tying up 


interest-bearing marketable public debt 
obligations, with an annual savings in in- 
terest costs of from $3 to $4 million at 
current interest rates. 

Therefore, on April 14, 1961 Senator 
William Proxmire Introduced to the 
Senate a bill (S. 1619) which would 
authorize adjustments in accounts of 
Old Series currency. The bill was 
referred to the Senate Committee on 
Banking and Currency for con- 
sideration. On May 16 the bill was 
introduced to the House of Represen- 
tatives and referred to the House Com- 
mittee on Banking and Currency.^^ After 
a favorable review by both Con-

U nder the burden of the Civil War economy the United States was forced 
to pass the Act of July 17, 1861, which authorized the U.S. Treasury to print 
and issue currency to be circulated as legal tender. At that point in time the 
government was commissioned as the country's paper money creator. From 
1861 to the fiscal year ending June 30, 1929, the U.S. Treasury issued 
$73,754,985,813 of "Marge-size" currency.^ 

Known officially as Old Series currency, large-size paper money is 
composed of the following classes: Gold Certificates, Silver Certificates, 
Treasury Notes of 1890, U.S. Notes, Federal Reserve Notes, Federal Reserve 
Bank Notes, and National Bank Notes. The Old Series currency measures 
7 3/8 by 3 1/8 inches, and when compared to the New Series (small-size) 
currency of today, one can appreciate its beauty and size.

For the benefit of those readers not familiar with the coins noted in the two tables, 
the following information on these coins is presented. 


SUMMARY OF COLD AND SILVER COINS CURRENT IN IRELAND 


Gold Coins 

1. Pistole 

Spanish gold coin struck in the beginning 
of the 16th Century and worth about 1/2 
Dobla or 1/2 Escudos. 

2. Pistole 

French gold coin equal to the Louis D'Or. 

3. Golden Rider 

Gold coin of Scotland issued by James III 
(1475). Also a gold coin of the United 
Provinces (Netherlands) and equal to the 
Scottish gold coin. 

4. Ducat 

Most famous of the European gold coins. 
First issued by Roger II, King of Sicily, about 
1150 and copied by most of the European 
countries. Also a gold coin of Scotland struck 
in 1558. 

5. Moidore 

English name for a gold coin of Portugal 
and Brazil. First issued under Sebastian I 
(1557-1578) but this was not the Moidore 
proper. The Moidore proper was first struck 
by Pedro II (1683-1706) and was worth 4000 
Reis. 

6. Johannis 

Correct spelling would be Joannes. A gold 
coin of Portugal first issued in 1722 by John V 
from where the coin got its English name. The 
coin was worth 6400 Reis. 

7. Pistolet 

Alternate name given to Pistole. 

8. Louis d'Or 

In England called the “Lewis d'Or." Gold 


coin of France issued under various Kings 
Louis. 

9. Doubloon 

Famous pirate gold, “piece of eight." 
Spanish gold coin of eight Escudos. 

10. Suff ranee 

Name given to a Spanish gold coin of seven 
pennyweight and two grains. 

Silver Coins 

1. Pillar Piece 

Spanish crown-size coin of one Peso or 
eight Reales. Used in Spain and Spanish 
America and popularly called a “Pillar 
Dollar." The forerunner of the United States 
dollar. 

2. Rix Dollar 

Dutch crown-size coin issued in the early 
16th Century and of value equal to the Pillar 
Dollar of Spain. 

3. Cross Dollar 

Spanish crown-size coin with the Burgundy 
Cross on the reverse and equal to eight Reales. 

4. Lewis 

English name for the crown-size coin of 
France called “Louis d’Argent," struck by 
Louis XIV in 1643 and equal in value to the 
Spanish Pillar Dollar. 

5. Peru Piece Of Eight 

Crown-size coin struck in Spanish Peru and 
equal to the Spanish Pillar Dollar. 

6. Ducatoon 

Crown-size coin of Spain first struck in 1598 
for use in the Spanish-occupied Low Coun- 
tries.

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Ireland. By 1641, foreign coins had wide 
circulation in Ireland and many 
proclamations and acts of Parliament 
were promulgated setting forth the 
value of such coins. By the time of 
Charles 11 in 1660-61, there were no less 
than ten different foreign gold coins and 
fourteen different silver coins in circula- 
tion in Ireland. The gold coins were of 
Holland, France, Spain and Portugal, 
while the silver were basically those of 
Spain and Portugal and their colonial 
possessions in the new world. To 
properly weigh these coins, various Irish 
goldsmiths were appointed by royal 
decree to make and sell coin weights for 
the use of the general public. Westropp 
lists the following known weight 
makers.

The use of foreign money current in 
Ireland lasted until March 18, 1775 when 
all foreign money ceased to have legal 
status and only money of Great Britain 
was acceptable. Thus came to an end an 
era where foreign money circulated.

nant maritime and colonial power of 
Europe. By the time George III ascended 
the throne in 1760, England was the 
reigning world power. 

This entire period of over two hun- 
dred years of strife and turmoil did not 
allow England to coin sufficient money 
to satisfy needs at home nor later 
abroad. Thus it was necessary for places 
such as Ireland to make use of whatever 
money they could get their hands on in 
order to carry on day to day business. 

Further, as England became a world 
trade power, foreign money and foreign 
trade brought in more and more 
foreigners. They brought with them 
large sums of foreign money which 
began to circulate in England and found 
its way to Ireland. Thus we see that two 
conditions made foreign money 
available in Ireland, first, England's In- 
ability to mint sufficient money for Its 
needs, and second, the large influx of 
foreign travelers, traders and merchants 
to England. This condition continued 
until George III In 1776 outlawed all 
foreign money for use in Great Britain. 

In Ireland, as in other countries, the 
earliest coins were subject to a great deal 
of clipping, and, as in other countries, 
the use of coin scales and coin weights 
became a necessity to safeguard com- 
mercial and private transactions. As 
foreign coins began to circulate In 
Ireland, just as they did in England, the 
use of coin scales and coin weights 
became all the more important. 

We know that coin weights were 
required in England as early as the 13th 
century because there are extant various 
proclamations of this period which deal 
with the subject. According to 
Lawrence, the first such proclamation 
was issued by King John In 1205, making 
it mandatory for merchants not to lend 


money or sell merchandise for money 
except that which was full weight as 
attested by a penny coin weight made at 
the mint office. Proclamations of Edward 
I in 1292, Henry V in 1421, Henry VI in 
1422-23 and Henry VII in 1495 all made 
reference to the use of standard coin 
weights to be used by persons dealing in 
money or goods for sale.^ Obviously the 
practice of clipping or shaving coins had 
become widespread, and the Crown 
made repeated attempts to correct this 
situation. 

The earliest references to coin weights 
and to foreign coins in Ireland date back 
to about the 15th century, but Westropp 
states that definite information on the 
actual use of coin weights for use in 
Ireland before the 17th century is un- 
known. We do know that Henry VI in 
1460 made reference to foreign coins 
circulating In Ireland as follows: 

38 Henry VI c.40 (1460) 

''That, whereas in this land foreign coins 
had not been unusually received, to the 
great hurt of said land : It is ordained by 
authority of said Parliament that the 
Rider of lawful weight be received at 
and of the value of four shillings; the 
Ducat of full weight at and of the value 
of four shillings and two pence; the Lion 
of lawful weight at and of the value of 
four shillings and two pence; the 
Burgundy Noble at and of the value of 
six shillings and eight pence; and the 
Salute of lawful weight at and of the 
value of four shillings and two pence. 
And if any of said coins or the English 
Noble, half-noble, and quadrant of gold 
be not of the full weight, to be abated 
accordingly to the rate, and so to be 

received. "2 

Edward IV in 1476 and Elizabeth I in 
1586 each made proclamations concern- 
ing the value of foreign coins current In 
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The use of foreign coins that were current in Ireland Is recorded as far back 
as 1460 when Henry VI issued a proclamation making certain foreign coins 
lawful money. This proclamation was followed by those of Edward IV in 1476 
and Elizabeth I In 1586. Following Elizabeth, each succeeding monarch issued 
similar proclamations dealing with foreign money until George III in 1775 
issued a proclamation limiting English money as lawful currency. 

To understand why foreign money was ever permitted to be lawful money, 
it is essential to understand two basic conditions that existed in Great Britain 
at this time and made the use of foreign money necessary. First were the social 
and military conditions that existed in England, and second was the economic 
emergence of England as a world trade power. 


Let us consider English history starting 
with Henry VIII. He is perhaps best 
remembered as the king of many wives, 
but overlooked is the fact that he broke 
away from the Roman Catholic Church 
and that this break was to have reper- 
cussions in England and Europe for over 
two hundred years. Elizabeth, who was a 
Protestant, succeeded Henry to the 
throne of England. During this time, 
Mary, Queen of Scots, was married to 
the Dauphin who later became Francis II 
of France. Upon hisdeath,Mary returned 
to Scotland, and depending on which 
version you accept, rightly or wrongly 
fermented trouble for Elizabeth through 
her Roman Catholic connections. This 
resulted in the Cathollc-Protestant wars 
that left Elizabethan England in unrest 
and turmoil. In addition, Spain, a Roman 
Catholic nation, sided with Mary and 
attempted to overthrow Elizabeth by 
force of arms. The defeat of the Spanish 
Armada in 1588 put an end to Spanish 
ambitions. 

James I succeeded Elizabeth but in- 
stead of peace, England was plunged 
into the thirty year war and, thus, more 
unrest and turmoil. Things were no 
better when Charles I succeeded James 
I. In fact, things went from bad to worse. 
First came the wars with Spain and 
France, then the dispute between 
Charles and Parliament, followed by a 
war with Scotland over religion and 
finally the execution of the King and the 
creation of the Commonwealth with 
Cromwell as Lord Protector. However, 
conditions under Cromwell did not 
greatly improve as anarchy and civil war 
took over. Finally, Monk came down 
from Scotland and through his efforts. 


Charles II was restored to the throne of 
England. Charles' reign, too, was laced 
with war, first against the Dutch and 
then against Louis XII of France. 

When James II succeeded Charles II in 
1685, England was in the midst of a 
religious war that pitted Roman 
Catholics against the Church of England. 
James was a Roman Catholic and tried to 
force England back to the Catholic 
church but found that he did not have 
the backing of the vast majority of 
Englishmen. Thus in 1688 he was forced 
to flee from England, and the crown was 
offered to William of Orange and his 
wife Mary. William and Mary ruled from 
1688 to 1694 when, upon Mary's death, 
William ruled as William III until his 
death in 1701. During their reign, there 
continued in England internal strife 
between Catholic and Protestant, those 
that favored James ii in exile and those 
that sided with William and Mary. 

Queen Anne, 1701 to 1714, did not 
enjoy any great time of peace, as war 
with France kept England in arms. Upon 
Anne's. death, George I of Hanover was 
given the crown. This act brought about 
the terrible civil war between the 
Catholic adherents of James and the 
supporters of George I which 
culminated in the forces of George I 
crushing the Scotch rebellion. 

George II (1727-1760) succeeded 
George I and was promptly embroiled in 
a major war with Spain and a terrible 
rebellion of the Scots lead by Charles 
Edward, son of the Jacobean pretender. 
The battle of Culloden saw the utter 
defeat of the pretender's forces. Shortly 
thereafter was the seven year war from 
which England emerged as the domi-

As we enter the new year, I think we should all do it 
with the feeling that great things lie ahead for our 
association in 1978. This is the year when we hope to 
introduce, and have passed in Congress, legislation 
that will enable commemorative coins to be produced 
by the U.S. Mint for the first time in thirty years. This is 
also the '"trial period'' for our new Grading Guide. I 
can't say enough about how pleased I am with this 
book. All of you will have had a chance to see it by 
now, and I hope you feel the same way. 

I was originally scheduled to appear in early 
December before the House Sub-Committee on Historic Preservation and 
Coinage of the House Banking and Finance Committee. The hearing was 
canceled and will be rescheduled the early part of 1978. The purpose of this 
special hearing is to determine what should be done with the approximately 
one million silver dollars now being held by the government through the 
General Services Administration. After considerable discussion with your 
board of governors, many members and a number of silver dollar 
dealers/specialists around the country, I have determined that I will stick to 
the ana's previous policy of "asking the government to get as wide a 
distribution as possible in disposing of these dollars among the American 
people." This I believe is the Intent of the committee anyway, and we all know 
that a million dollar sales promotion on these silver dollars, through post 
offices and banks, can't do anything but help stimulate interest in 
numismatics, just as the government dollar sale did three or four years ago. 

I do Intend to. ask the committee, however, to please restrict the 
wording (such as . . . investment in the future . . for the future . . etc.) which 
GSA is allowed to use. Many of us felt that the GSA promotional brochures 
used four years ago were "misleading," and downright "untruthful." If any 
coin dealer/corporation had put out such a brochure, the Security and 
Exchange Commission would probably put them "under the jail." Too bad 
the government doesn't police itself. 

As you read this, our ANA Midyear Convention will be only a month away. 
Plan on attending, especially if you've never been to visit our home and 
headquarters before. Besides . . it will be a good chance for you to meet our 
new Mint Director, Stella Hackel, who will be our special guest at this 
conclave.
